CHAFFEY ELECTION 

A sound program for providing 
adequate high school and junior 
college facilities is offered in the 
May 20 bond election. 

Wt is financially cheaper’ to 
build a new campus for high 
school students than it is to 
build a new college campus. 
Educationally, it is also more 
advantageous to maintain high 
schools of 2,500 students. 


It is logical, therefore, for the 
college to remain on the avenue 
campus and for new high schools 
to be erected as needed. 


If the Chaffey high school re- 
mains on the Huclid campus, the 
student body will total 4,500 
students (and it is generally 
agreed this situation would be 
very bad.) To move the college, 
it would mean far greater ‘per 
pupil’? expense. 

In accordance with the pro- 
posed May 20 bond election 
plan, a new high school would 
be built in Ontario and at the 
same time the new Upland high 
school campus would be brought 
nearer to completion and the 
Fontana high school would fur- 
ther developed. 

A two-thirds vote is necessary 
for the bonds’ approval. 

Incidentally, Nelson A. Gray 
of Upland is the logical candi- 
date for membership on. the 
Chaffey board of education. The 
fact he is from Upland is one 
good reason. The fact he is very 
capable.is another good reason. 

Mr. Gray is one of the four 
candidates on the May 20 ballot. 
Two are from Ontario and two 
from Fontana. Only one place 
will be filled—that of William 
Gilliland of Upland. It is pro- 
posed that Mr. Gray be Mr. 
Gilliland’s successor. 

Of the other four members on 
the board, two are from Ontario 
and twe from Fontana. 

The Upland foothili area is 
justified in having representa- 
tion.

Mr. Mayo is in constant. de- 
mand as a speaker in Southern 
California because he has ap- 
proached the problem of mental 
disturbance through a method all 
ean understand. 

Although he has a sound know- 
ledge of the physical attributes 
of alcoholism, he is more than 
well prepared to give an alco- 
holic the spiritual help needed to 
aid in recovery. 

During a recent clinic at Santa 
Barbara he said: ‘‘Several forces 
have to go together to produce 
the alcoholic. He has a physical 
or bio-chemical maladjustment, 
plus fears, worries or inferiority 
as a result of being raised by 
parents who are emotionally im- 
mature. We have to work more 
with parents and young people.’’

Approval of Bonds is Most Logical _—- 
Course in Meeting High School Problem 


| _ Within three years, it is estimated, 8,000 high school stu- 
dents will be enrolled in the Chaffey district. 

Within five years, Chaffey college daytime enrollment is 
estimated at 3,000 students. 

There is not much guess work in anticipating the educa- 
tional needs in the district. Present enrollment in the elemen- 
tary grades and a conservative estimate of new population 
growth are the basis for figuring the classroom requirements 
of the future. The Chaffey finance advisory committee was 
formed some years ago to help the local school administrators 
in formulating a sound program of axpansion. Asked many 
times were the questions: 

“Should the Chaffey college be discontinued? Should high 
schools in the district be excessively large or should they be 
limited to about 2,500 students? Should the college occupy the 
Euclid avenue campus to the exclusion of the high school?” 

After extensive deliberations, this group made its recom- 
mendation .... and we accept that recommendation: 

“Establish new high schools as needed throughout the dis- 
trict with the Chaffey college eventually occupying all of the 
present Euclid avenue campus.” 

Thus, we have on the May 20 school election ballot, the 
question of a $3,600,000 bond issue. The people making this 
recommendation were not impulsive. They studied all phases 
and all factors in creating a long-range program. 

School planning is the most important phase of commun- 
ity planning. Education is such an essential element in com- 
munity development it should not in any way be associated 
with politics or with those leaders who thrive on confusion. 

Educational planning should be on the basis of a realistic 
appraisal of today’s situation and the future needs. It is not 
enough to think only of one problem at a time and to do that 
only when a crisis arises. Planning for high school and college 
should be done at the same time as planning for elementary 
schools. 

The May 20 bond issue proposal is part of a long range 
program. The men and women who know most about the 
problem and who have appraised the situation from an un- 
selfish standpoint are asking the voters to approve the meas- 
ure. 

We must provide for adequate education of our children. 
That is our responsibility. 

As to the best policy, let’s rely on the judgment of people 
who know. 


“What, vote more bonds and give the Chaffey board a 
blank check?” somecne asks. 

No, not at all. When it comes to construction, very sincere, 
diligence should previal as to the spending of the money. 
Many, many laymen know something about building costs 
and can be of valuable help in achieving the most in economy. 

As a general policy, however, money must be made avail- 
able for adequate school buildings — and this is the recom- 
mendation from people whose judgment should be respected. 


Vote the bonds — then see to it that every dollar is spent 
very wisely. 


New ‘“‘Anti-Chiseling”’ Law Should 
Help Maintain Unemployment Fund 


What promises to be some help in curbing chiseling in 
state unemployment insurance is included in a new law. 

Persons, legitimately the victims of unemployment situa- 
tions, may now receive $33 instead of $30 a week. Eligibility 
requirements have been tightened. 

In addition to increasing benefits by a very modest amount, 
the new bill provides for an increase in the base amount a 
person must earn in a year to qualify for benefits. To qualify, 
@ worker must now earn $600, not $300 a year in the base 
Period. The point of this rule is to eliminate from the unem- 
ployment insurance program those persons who work just 
long enough to qualify for jobless benefits and then quit their 
jobs for a vacation at the state's expense. 

Much tighter rules have been agreed upon, too, for persons 
found guilty of filing improper claims. A person now found 
guilty of falsifying records will be denied benefits for 12 
months where before he was made ineligible for benefits for 
only three months. 

William A. Burkett, director of the California unemploy- 
ment insurance program, has taken the lead in these im- 
provements and Governor Goodwin Knight has given strong 
backing.

During the past few years I 
have been close to the adminis- 
tration of the.police department 
and justice court. I am, well 
briefed on the juvenile cases that 
made headlines. These were few 
compared to the number of local 
youngsters living exemplary 
lives. 

The headlines appeared 
because police departments and 
justice courts are sources of news 
for reporters. They are part of 
a daily beat. The news was 
available, spectacular and time- 
ly. It made headlines, 

This same thing can be true 
of youngsters whose creative 
accomplishments are outstanding 
if the newspapers were informed. 
Too often these newsworthy 
items go unnoticed because no 
one calls’ the reporter’s or edi- 
tor’s attention to the achieve- 
ment. 

Much of the responsibility for 
this failure to. relay information 
to the newspaper can be laid at 
the door of sponsoring. adults. 
The pages of The Upland News 
are always wide open for stories 
concerning any of the creative 
accomplishments of youngsters 
living in this community. 

If parents, organizations, 
churches and youth group leaders 
would remember that the’ news- 
paper is anxious for all news of 
the accomplishments of young- 
sters, the publicity picture would 
change’ greatly.
